DETROIT, Sept. 11 (UPI) —| 


, The United Auto Workers ‘Union 


went on Strike against General 
Motors today in the first com- 
pany-wide strike in the automo- 
bile industry in 11 years and 
the biggest walkout in automo- 
tive history. 

By mid-afetrnoon the com- 
pany reported that 251,312 of its 
310,000 UAW workers in 88 of 
its 129 plants had walked off 
their jobs. 

However, there appeared to be 
some confussion among UAW 
locals which had reached agree- 
ment on their plant-level con- 
tract differences before the 
strike deadline. Workers at some 
of these plants remained on the 
job while others went out despite 
the agreements. 

The UAW national leadership 
left it up to individual locals 
whether to strike or not. 

The union struck the world’s 
largest manufacturing corpora- 
tion at the stroke of its 10 a.m. 
strike deadline after a mara- 
thon bargaining session, begin- | 
ning yesterday morning and run- 
ning all through the night, failed | 
to produce agreement on a new 
contract. 

As union workers started 
walking off their jobs, company 
and union negotiators broke off 
national talks until 7 o’clock to- 
night. 

General Motors and the union 
reached accord last week on the 
“money” terms of a new con- 
tract but were still at odds over 
the so-called non-economic issues 
involving working conditions and 
production standards. 

129 Plants Shut Down. 

The walkout will shut down 
all General Motors automobile 
operations, in 129 plants from — 
coast to coast, just at the be- |. 
ginning of the 1962 model year. 
Indications were that the shut- 
down would be complete by to- 
nighe. 

The UAW has a $50,000,000 
strike fund built up, but this 
would last only about six weeks 
under union estimates that it 
would take $8,000,000 a week to 
support a strike at General Mo- 
tors. 

Current contracts run out at 
Ford and Chrysler this Wednes- 
day, but the union plans to keep 
its members working at those 
two companies—without a con- 
tract if necessary. 

Not since a 104-day strike 
against Chrysler in 1950 has the 
UAW called a company-wide 
strike against one of the big 
three. And not since the 113-day 
strike in 1945-46 has G.M. been 
shut down by a company-wide 
strike. 

The non-economic differences 
that led to the strike included 
union demands on production 
standards, guarantees against 
supervisors doing the jobs of 
hourly workers, insistence on a 
strong anti-discrimination clause 
on hiring, a guarantee against 
compulsory overtime and a de- 
mand for more union represen- 
tatives to handle grievances.

Marchers Denouncing Russia 


Shots Fired as Crowd of 4000 Moves on 


Presidential Palace—One Killed, 


Three Wounded. 


HAVANA, Sept. 11 (AP)—Ro- 
man Catholic demonstrators 
shouting “Cuba yes, Russia no’’ 
fought police last night in an 
unusual show of defiance of the 
Castro regime. 

Shots were fired as the police 
and militia broke up a march 
on the presidential palace. One 
man was killed, three were 
wounded and many were bruised 
by police clubs. 

The anti-Communist outburst 
erupted suddenly after about 
4000 Cubans massed in down- 
town Havana for the annual pro- 
cession of Our Lady of Charity, 
patron saint of Cuba. 

For five hours as they gath- 
ered in front of the Church of 
Charity shouts denouncing the 


Russians were heard. Many 
shouted “Long live Jesus 
Christ.” The police and miltia 


stood quietly by. 


Word that the interior minis- 


try had banned the procession 


sent the demonstrators into a 
fit of anger and they started 
to march on the presidential 
palace. 

The fighting erupted as the 
police and supporters of Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro pitched in

Church authorities stepped in 
and called off the procession. A 
priest pleaded with the demon-

Shots—apparently fired by po- 
lice and militia—sent hundreds 
in a wild scramble for cover. 
But others tangled with the po- 
lice and militia for more than 
an hour before order was re- 
stored.

progress. 

Suspension notices were hand- 
ed seven Chevrolet plant union 
negotiators, seven Fisher Body 


representatives an@ three from 


the regional parts warehouse in 
Hazelwood at 8 a’m. an hour 
after the plants reopened follow- 
ing a strike which had begun 
last Wednesday. 

The notices stated the suspen- 


sions were because of “your 
conduct in the unautnorized 
strike’”’ last week,-. which the 


company said was in violation 
of the strikes and stoppages sec- 
tion of the G.M. contract with 
the United Auto Workers. 

Walter E. Schilling, president 
of UAW Local 25, said several 
union district committeemen, 
who had been in separate talks 
with management on local griev- 
ances, also were suspended. 

The suspension letters said the 
negotiators would “be notified 
of the final decision in your 
case,’’ Schilling said. He added 
that the suspended men were 
ordered to leave the plant im- 
mediately. 

Today’s walkout was orderly 
and the workers appeared to be 
in good spirits. Some went on 
picket duty outside the plants. 
Others gathered on nearby side- 
walks and some went home. 

Schilling said the walkout here 
was not related directly to the 
national UAW strike against 
General Motors, which also 
started at 10 a.m. Schilling said 
the local workers probably would 
not have walked out had their 
negotiators not been suspended. 

The union position is that the 
walkout of last Wednesday re- 
ferred to by management was not 
an unauthorized strike,, Schilling 
said. Union members Thursday 
rejected an order from the inter- 
national union to return to their 
jobs pending national negotia- 
tions. 

Local management representa- 
tives refused to resume contract 
negotiations with the workers 
off the job. The union then 
agreed to send the men back to

Race Against Tide. 


The people of Shannon toiled 
all day yesterday in a rain in 
a race against the incoming 
tides to recover bodies. Through- 
out the night, as the tide came 
in and again covered the wreck- 
age of the airliner, floodlights 
cut across the mudbanks and 
illuminated the scene. A_ con- 
stant watch was kept from the 
shore. 

“It was chiefly for security 
reasons,’ said an airport man- 
agement spokesman. “But we 
also wanted to make sure that 
nothing drifted away.”’ 

The big four-engined plane 
plunged into the Shannon’s wat- 
ers after taking off for the 
United States following a re- 
fueling stop here. The passen- 
gers had been taken aboard at 
Duesseldorf, West Germany. 

The DC-6B set off about the 
same time another chartered 
plane carrying United States 
Army personnel and their fam- 
ilies was called to leave. This 
led to erroneous reports from 
Shannon airport officials and a 
United States Air Force spokes- 
man in London that the Ameri- 
cans were victims.

Second Surprise. 


The second wave of evacua- 
tion from the Texas coast, after 
the winds and high tides began 
to hit hard, was the second sur- 
prise from refuges of the hur- 
ricane. 

Red Cross officials were sur- 
prised early yesterday when 
large evacuation groups showed 
up as far north as Waco, 200 
miles inland. Many shelters had 
been planned just one county 
back from the coast. The evacu- 
ees apparently preferred four 
and five counties between them 
and the rampaging winds. 


The second wave of evacua- 
tion was greatest in the Houston 
area where the total sheltered 
jumped from 7000 to 55,000 in 
about 12 hours. The number of 
shelters increased from 12 to 
124. An estimated 300 doctors,

Khrushchev rejected the pro- 
posal Saturday, calling it a 
propaganda maneuver.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (UPI) 
—The State Department replied 
today to Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev’s new bid for talks on Ber- 
lin by declaring that the United 
States stands ready to enter 
‘meaningful negotiations.”’ 


A department spokesman also 
said the United States will con- 
tinue to try to reach disarmament 
agreement with the Soviet Union 
despite Khrushchev's decision to 
resume nuclear testing. 

The State Department com- 
ment followed a weekend state- 
ment by Khrushchev that there 
were “hopeful signs” for negoti- 
ations with the free world allies 
on the Berlin situation 
part, United States officials said 
any such talks must hold hope 
of real progress. 


State department press officer 
Joseph W. Reap had this to say 
on Berlin: 

“The President and Secretary 
of State have indicated their 
hope that there can be produc- 
tive negotiations. We think there 
should be meaningful negotia- 
tions.” 

No Concrete Proposals. 

U.S. officials said they still 
were studying the text of Khrush- 
chev’s statement. They said the 
Soviet premier seemed to show a 
little less bluster and a little 
more willingness to negotiate. 
But he opened no concrete ave- 
nue for talks, they said. 

On nuclear testing the State 
Department said: 


“The United States and United 
Kingdom have gone to great ef- 
forts at Geneva to reach agree- 
ment with effective controls and 
we will continue our efforts to 
reach agreement. There will be 
further discussion of this matter 
at the United Nations.”’ 


In other development, the 
department said Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk plans to attend 
the U.N. general assembly ses- 
sion opening Sept. 19. 

Case of Convicted Student. 

In still another facet of East- 
West relations, the department 
said it was lodging a new pro- 
test with the Kremlin over the 
arrest and secret conyiction of 
a 23-year-old American student, 
Marvin William Makinen, on 
espionage charges. It reported 
that Makinen was in reasonably 
good health and demanded that 
Russia speed his appeal from 
an eight-year sentence. 

The state department reported 
some details of an hour-long 
interview between Makinen and 
a United States embassy official 
in a Kiev prison. 

Officials said Makinen, a Ful- 
bright student from the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, admitted 
he had violated Soviet rules 
against picture taking but said 
he had been told nothing about 
these regulations until after his 
arrest. 

The Russians said Makinen 
confessed to being hired by 
American intelligence agents in 
Berlin to spy on Russia.

The pamphlet said the Western 
armies could have captured 
Berlin “‘but the supreme allied 
commander, Gen. Eisenhower, 
believed that they could be more 
usefully employed against major 
German forces elsewhere.” 

Eisenhower said the impres- 
sion left by the pamphlet was 
“inaccurate and misleading.” 

He said Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk had called him this 
morning and saidthe pamphlet 
was not meant to be critical in 
any way. 

Before participating with the 
G.O.P. Congressmen in a ques- 
tion and answer session, Ejisen- 
hower took them on a tour of 
the Gettysburg battlefield and 
entertained them at lunch. 

Eisenhower hoped to impart to 
the freshmen legislators some of 
the political magic that put him 
in the White House. 

Republican officials said the 
meeting was intended to point 
up the former President's inter- 
est in the ‘‘comers”’ of his party 
and stimulate other political 
talent to join the G.O.P.

House conferees recommended 
to the House today that it stand 
firm on its original decision to 
bar the shift. The tentative 
House vote—now set aside by 
the demand for a rolicall—was 
azainst this motion. 

The military construction bill 
was the first major action of a 
busy week in both the House and 
Senate.

Administration forces conced- 
ed they expected to be defeated 
in their efforts to win House ap- 
proval of a Senate-passed com- 
promise on Mr. Kennedy’s pro- 
posal to generate power at the 
Hanford (Wash.) atomic instal- 
lation. 

Opposed by Utilities. 

They had only slight hope of 
winning a fight in the House for 
funds to start construction of 
federal transmission lines to de- 
liver power directly to users 
from dams in the upper Colorado 
river storage project. 

Both proposals are opposed by 
private utilities which character- 
ized. them as federal intrusions 
into the field of private enter- 
prise. 

The Senate Appropriations 
Committee is expected to recom- 
mend that the Senate restore 
most of the $596,000,000 cut by 
the House from the foreign aid 
program which Congress has au- 
thorized. The bigger the allot- 
ment approved by the Senate, 
the bigger the compromise fig- 
ure the Administration can ex- 
pect on final passage. 

The House Foreign Affairs 
Committee reached _ tentative 
@zgreement today on legislation 
which would create a new United 
States agency to help formulate 
and co-ordinate disarmament 
policy. The committee, led by 
Representative Thomas E. Mor- 
gan (Dem.), Pennsylvania, plans 
to take a formal vote on the 
measure tomorrow. The Senate 
already has passed a modified 
version of the bill. 


Peace Corps Bill. 


Despite opposition from many 
conservatives, Democratic lead- 
ers forecast House passage of 
jegislation authorizing appropri- 
ations for the Peace Corps whch 
the President started earlier this 
year with his contingency fund. 
The Senate-passed bill cleared 
the House Rules Committee, 8 
to 6, last week. 

- The Rules Committee probably 
will clear for House floor action 
this week a compromise bill that 
would increase postal rates 
$520,000,000 starting next year.

Rusk has been moving closer 
to the tougher French view fol- 
lowing an informal sounding out 
of Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei Gromyko last week by the 
United States ambassador in 
Moscow, Llewellyn Thompson. 
In stiffening his stand, Rusk was 
reported desirous that Khrush- 
chevy not mistake allied eager- 
ness for East-West talks as a 
sign of western weakness.

Kuter made his remarks on 
ABC's “Issues and Answers,” 
in the light of speculation that 
renewed Russian nuclear tests 
may have involved an anti- 
missile-missile project. Kuter, 
however, did not mention the 
Soviet tests.

be three to four years before 
such a system could be de- 
veloped to effectiveness. 
Manned Bomber Threat. 

The air defense chief said the 
main air threat this year remains 
the manned bomber — that the 
Russians have more than 1000 jet 
bombers. He described this as a 
force capable of delivering “a 
fatal blow.” 

There is no doubt, Kuter said, 
that the missile will become the 
big threat to this continent within 
a few years, But he said the 
manned bomber menace will con- 


tinue to exist for the next decade. 

In discussing his detection sys- 
tem, Kuter said ‘“‘we know every- 
thing that is in our space all the 
time.”” He said his space watch- 
ers are keeping track of 29 orbit- 
ing satellites constantly plus “70 
pieces of junk — some literally 
nuts and bolts.”

Washington's main purpose, 
therefore, is somehow to pre- 
serve a status quo that is an- 
noying not only to a majority of 
the non-aligned nations, but also 
to many of the Western Allies. 

There has been some concern 
here in recent days that public 
opinion in the United States is 
ill-prepared for the complex 
parliamentary battle and even 
less for a possible defeat. 

Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
is known to have discussed the 
question with representatives of 
the Inter-Parliamentary Union. 
The White House has called for 
repeated briefings on the pros- 
pects. The Department of State 
has prepared for various par- 
liamentary tactics. 

ESPECIALLY DISTURBING 
to some officials is the possibil- 
ity of a United Nations setback 
shortly before or after President 
Kennedy makes a personal ap-

Backs Plan to Send Army Units 


To Aid Underdeveloped Nations 


Secretary Stahr Indorses Pentagon 
Proposal to Create Military Counter- 
part of Peace Corps.

THE SECRETARY OF THE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11. 
ARMY has warmly indorsed a 


proposal by Army staff officers to create special, all purpose mili- 
tary units that could be sent to underdeveloped countries all over 
the world to help in peacetime projects as well as bolster defenses. 


The plan constitutes in effect 
a military counterpart to the 
civilian controlled and manned 
Peace Corps. The Army units, 
however, would specialize in as- 
sistance to countries in danger 
of Communist aggression. 

It is one of the most secret 
proposals at the Pentagon, and 
when word of it leaked in a 
published press report early in 
the summer, officials refused to 
discuss it. The refusal has 
reiterated today, although many 
of the details can now be dis- 
closed since Army officials have 
publicly mentioned the proposal. 

Secretary of the Army Elvis 
J. Stahr referred to the plan in 
a speech at the annual meeting 
of the Association of the Army 
last week. Lt. Gen. Barksdale 
Hamlett, deputy chief of staff 
for military operations, dis- 
closed some of the details at a 
panel meeting of the association, 
which is composed of army 
supporters. 

IN SUMMARY, the plan calls 
for dispatching ‘‘specially tailor- 
ed military units with men 
having skills in civil engineer- 


ing, public health, transportation 


and communications to any un-

“We cannot simply warm over 
World War II concepts, with or 
without atomic overtones,” he 
went on. “‘Even more important, 
we must plan so that we can use 
our tools in cold war as well 
as in hot war—and, employ them 
anywhere in the world. 

“In this connection, I have

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Letters from the People 
The Law Says ‘No’ 


Your recent editorial, ‘In the 
Meantime, Rotate,” urging the St. 
Louis County Board of Election 
Commissioners to adopt some sys- 
tem of rotating the names of can- 
didates for nomination on voting 
machines apparently overlooks the 
fact that any such procedure would 
be in direct conflict with the statutes. 

Chapter 121 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, authorizing the use of voting 
machines in Missouri, contains the 
following clear and concise provi- 
sion: (Sec. 121.100) (4) “The order 
of the arrangement of parties and 
candidates shall be as provided by 
law not in conflict herewith except 
that the candidates for nomination 
for any one office at any primary 
election shall be listed in the order 
of filing. . . .” 

In 1954 the Election Board of 
which I was a member put into use 
in St. Louis county the first voting 
machines used in the area. A for- 
mal opinion was secured at that 
time from the then Attorney Gen- 
eral of Missouri, John M. Dalton, 
that this provision, being a specific 
and mandatory direction to the elec- 
tion authorities, superseded any 
general statutes providing for rota- 
tion of candidates on pape: ballots 
then generally in use. 


Nothing whatever has occurred 
since to cause that opinion to be 
challenged; the law means exactly 
what it says and no local board of 
election authority can under pres- 
ent law do anything other than fol- 
low it. The remedy for this prob- 
lem, if it is to be solved ultimately, 
is in advocating and securing the 
passage of corrective legislation. 
And unless that legislation is most 
carefully drafted it might well 
cause more confusion and more 
problems than those now recog- 
nized.

Where Man Is a Visitor 


There is something inspiring about the Sen- 
ate taking two days out of the hectic period 
preceding adjournment to debate a measure 
that has nothing directly to do with the pres- 
sures of the moment but which affects our 
national heritage and character in a peculiar 
way. And it is indeed satisfying to find this 
legislation, the so-called wilderness bill, pass- 
ing by a vote of 78 to 6 in the face of opposi- 
tion by powerful special interests. 


If the House follows suit, the people of this 
country will be assured in perpetuity of mil- 
lions of acres of wilderness—perhaps as much 
as 45 million—which cannot by law be “im- 
proved” or permanently inhabited, or touched 
except in ways necessary to protect its natural 
condition. As Senator Anderson of New Mex- 
ico, one of the bill’s principal sponsors, said 
in an explanatory statement: “This is in a 
very real sense last-chance legislation.” The 
Senator continued: 


True wilderness is not a renewable re- 
source. Once cut over or otherwise exploited, 
it is no longer an undisturbed natural area. 
Although quasi-wilderness areas for recrea- 
tional use can be redeveloped over a century 
in once-exploited regions, the chain of nat- 
ural forees responsible for the existence of 
soil, microscopic biological life, plants and 
wildlife will have been interrupted and 
ended, and an entirely new ecological cycle 
—the result of man’s influence—will have 
resulted. 


The legislation, perfected during a decade 
of discussion, establishes a wilderness preser- 
vation system by imposing a directive on cer- 
tain federal agencies to maintain the wilder- 
ness character of three types of federal areas 
already committed to wilderness preserva- 
tion in some degree. The sponsors point out 
that there will be no economic dislocations— 
in timbering, mining, or grazing—resulting 
from the legislation. And yet there was oppo- 
sition from powerful groups representing 
lumbering, mining, cattle-feeding, farming 
and business interests. 

The measure enacted establishes a system 
of nearly seven million acres and provides 
that at least eight million more acres can be 
added by executive action, bit by bit, unless 
the additions are vetoed by Senate or House. 
Senator Allott of Colorado failed in an effort 
to give Congress the sole right to make addi- 
tions; such procedure would mean, of course, 
a prolonged debate ovér every new tract. 

Mr. Allott, whose amendment was defeated 
53 to 32, said he was fighting for the city 
worker or retired person who could not afford 
to equip himself for a long hike into the wil- 
derness, but might be able to drive there. 
But what are the national parks and monu- 
ments for, if not the people for whom Mr. 
Allott said he was speaking? There have been 
complaints that some campers pack into 
remote areas gasoline pumps and generators 
and other equipment designed to give the 
campsite all the luxury of a Park Avenue 
apartment. Surely the government can halt 
such abuses; the wilderness is not to be con- 
quered, but to be preserved and enjoyed. 


Senator Church of Idaho, floor manager 
for the legislation, conceded the bill would be 
of principal benefit to the western states, but 
he argued rightly that all Americans would 
share. For all of us should wish to preserve 
somewhere in the country, as the bill states, 
areas “where the earth and its community 
of life are untrammeled by man, where man 
himself is a visitor who does not remain.” 

The Senate displayed admirable statesman- 
ship in passing this.bill; it is to be hoped the

Full Facts About Drugs 


In response to disclosures by the Kefauver 
committee of abuses in the drug trade, the 
Food and Drug Administration has taken a 
step which ought to afford a practical measure 
of protection to consumers of pharmaceu- 
ticals. Starting next March 5, manufacturers 
will be required to include in every shipment 
of drugs to doctors, druggists and hospitals 
a brochure containing complete information 
on the qualities of the products and any side 
effects that might injure some users. This 
regulation was considered a year ago but laid 
aside because of opposition from drug-makers 
and organized medicine. 

Between the issuance of the.ofder. and its 
effective application there can, we expect, be 
many a slip. Matters of judgment will be in- 
volved, which drug houses may’ not always 
be willing to resolve in their own disfavor. 

The F&DA will need to scan the informa- 
tional brochures closely and continuously to 
make sure they are fully informative. Objec- 
tive standards may have to be set up to de- 
termine how small an indication of adverse 
effects must be reported—and whose findings 
shall be accepted. “ 

Credit for this advance must go so far to 
the Kefauver committee for sctewing up the 
regulatory agency’s courage to the sticking 
point; but the F&DA can gain some credit 
on its own account by effective enforcement 
to make the order meaningful. — 


A Glorious Victory, sang 


New York City’s reform Democrats, Liber- 
als and independents sang jubilee as the pri- 
mary election returns poured in to bury Tam- 
many Hall and to assure the renomination of 
Mayor Wagner. After a campaign which may 
well have touched a new low in scurrility, they 
hardly dared hope for the record turn-out— 
451,458 votes for Wagner and 291,672 for his 
Organization opponent, State Comptroller 
Arthur Levitt. 

It was indeed a glorious victory, but one 
nevertheless speckled with question marks. 
Will Mr. Wagner fare as well in November as 
he did in September? He campaigned more 
against ‘“‘bossism” and Carmine DeSapio, the 
defeated leader of Tammany Hall, than he did 
against Mr. Levitt. Even if somewhat belated- 
ly, the Mayor denounced the machine, But 
his adversaries replied in the same spirit, de- 
claring him to be “legally and morally unfit 
for office.” The campaign bristled with de- 
mands for investigations. If ‘serious charges 
against the Mayor’s record prove to be réal 
stains instead of washable campaign mud, his 
supporters will be rather embarrassed. 

He—and the really promising candidates 
for lesser offices who won with him—had the 
distinguished support of Mrs. Roosevelt, Adlai 
Stevenson and former Senator Lehman. Yet 
The New York Times, which also supported 
him, pointedly reserved the right to form a 
fresh judgment prior to the November voting. 

. If the mud does wash, the primary vote 
will be a greater encouragement to the Demo- 
cratic party—and to President Kennedy— 
than it was expected to be. It does show

that the anti-machine Democrats and their 
associates can pile up a big vote in New York 
City. It is doubtful that they can prevent 
the, re-election of Gov. Rockefeller, yet they 
may be able to reduce his margin suffi- 
ciently to make him less attractive to the 
Republicans as their next presidential candi- 
date; and failing that, they may be able none- 
theless to help Mr. Kennedy carry ‘the state.

New Faces in Development 


Governor Dalton has appointed members 
of the new Missouri Commerce and Industrial 
Development Commission which he worked 
so hard to persuade the last Legislature to 
create. The new commission has essentially 
the same mission and powers as the present 
Resources and Development Commission, 
which it will replace Oct. 13. Why the change? 

As brought out by the Governor and his 
spokesmen during the meeting of the General 
Assembly, the case for the new agency rested 
on the Governor’s estimate that’state promo- 
tion of industrial development needed new 
vigor, new ideas, a new look—and new faces. 
As to the latter, there has been considerable 
speculation that Mr, Daltor’s miain motive 
was to get rid of James D. Idol, the principal 
paid officeholder appointed by what is now 
the lame-duck commission. The Governor de- 
nied this charge. The corresponding job. in 
the new commission also will be filled by 
appointment of that body, but with the ap- 
proval of the Governor. 

The new commission is to be headed by 
Lester E. Cox, a Springfield industrialist and 
close friend of Mr. Dalton, and it is to include 
two St. Louisans, William A. McDonnell, board 
chairman of First National Bank in St. Louis, 
and Edwin J. Spiegel Sr., former president 
of the old Gaylord Container Corp. It is a 
first-rate body, as indeed was the old Com- 
mission. 

Missouri’s importance as a manufacturing 
center and the relative production of its in- 
dustrial labor force have been in steady de- 
cline since 1870. At the same time the state's 
share of the national population also has 
fallen—by more than 40 per cent—and this 
has brought with it a consequent loss of voice 
in national affairs. Missouri needs vigorous 
leadership in industrial development if there 
are to be sufficient jobs to go around, and 
we hope the new commission can meet that 
need. The.test. will he its performance. 

If the commission can hold existing indus- 
tries, if it can attract new ones and if it can 
help develop more fully the state’s recrea- 
tional and other natural resources, it will 
more than pay its way and justify the admin- 
istrative and personnel changeover the Gov- 
ernor has put through.

humor.” Perhaps it was because of this that 
the grand passion of his life was for one of 
his most famous discoveries, Mabel Normand, 
whose peculiar genius resided in being able 
to look ridiculous and sexy at the same time— 
somewhat like Imogene Coca, only moreso. 
To a lesser degree the same was true of an- 
other Sennett discovery, Louise Fazenda. 


The Mack Sennett comedies, if they could” 


be considered classics in any sense, were 
classics of vulgarity, exploiting the lowest 
common denominator of audience taste. A 
week’s supply of them from eight film libra- 
ries was trotted out at Venice, the most com- 
plete collection of Sennettiana ever assem- 
bled—with the Festival publishing a 300-page 
testimonial volume on his career. 

And that, children, is how classics are born 
—sometimes. Let it be a sobering thought 
that your grandchildren may be treated, half 
a century or so hence, to a week’s jubilant 
rehashing, in some one of the world’s greatest 
cities, of that pioneer old mid-twentieth-cen- 
tury classic, Elvis Presley. 


All Lights Green 


A control system designed to increase the 
volume of traffic that can be accommodated 
on an urban street or suburban highway is 
being tried out in a suburb of Detroit, and 
ought to be closely followed by other cities 
with problems of vehicular congestion— 
among which St. Louis must certainly be 
accounted. The system consists of illuminated 
signals which govern the speed of the traffic 


so as to keep it moving through green lights 


at intersections, and is theoretically capable 
of increasing the volume of flow as much as 
20 per cent. 

Developed by the General Motors Research 
Laboratories, the control system—called a 
“traffic pacer”’—is modeled to some extent 
on one put in use earlier in Germany. The 
German engineers regarded it as a means 
of improving safety as well as capacity, and 
there would certainly seem tobe those possi- 
bilities in it. Heavily congested intersections 
are made to order for “aecidents, and irritate 
drivers, making them more prone to accident 
then or later on.

Neither statement would increase his 
popularity in the neutral countries. 

There is, of course, another objec- 
tion to German unification, even with 
guaranteed neutrality: namely, that it 
would re-create in the heart of Europe 
a Great Power, free of ties to East or 
West and able to play off one side 
against the other. That risk undoubt- 
edly exists. ‘But is it really greater 
than the risks of permanent disunity? 

The desire for national unity and in- 
dependence is one of the strongest 
forces in the modern world. In the 
last 15 years it has swept through Asia 
and Africa, inspiring people to defy 
overwhelming odds at great risk to 
themselves and their neighbors. Can 
anyone really believe that this force 
has now vanished from the Continent 
where it was born? 

Larger loyalties may partly replace 
it—and military neutrality need not 
keep a reunited Germany out of the 
political community which is growing 
from the Common Market. What is 
more, the dimensions of power today 
are different: even a reunited Germany 
would not measure up to the giants, 
as Hitler’s Germany did. The setting 
bes changed, and with it perhaps some 

erman ambitions. A place in the sun 
is most likely to be found by Ger- 
many as a peaceful member of the Eu 
ropean Community.

Not one pigskin pioneer of 
the sport’s first decade has 
been chosen for the Hall of 
Fame. Only three — Hector 
Cowan, Princeton tackle, and 
Pudge Heffelfinger, Yale 
guard, and A. A. Stagg, Eli 
end—have been picked from 
the period from 1881 to 1890. 

Fact is, the number of Hall 
of Fame players who finished 
their careers before 1900 is 
barely enough to field an 
eleven.

Elections over the years by 
position show some interesting 
trends. There have been 16 
ends elected, 18 tackles, 15 
guards, 10 centers, 18 quarter- 
backs, 48 halfbacks and 18 
fullbacks.

Hall of Fame selections by 
colleges have been heavily in- 
fluenced by the early domi- 
nance of the old-line universi- 
ties that began the game when 
Indians still roamed the fron- 
tier. 

So far Yale has put nine 
players in the Hall of Fame, 
Harvard eight, Michigan sev- 
en, Minnesota and Princeton 
six each, Army, Notre Dame, 
Stanford and Tennessee five 
apiece and Pennsylvania four. 

Three Hall of Famers played 
at Alabama, Chicago, Cornell, 
Georgia, lowa, Navy, Southern 
California and Texas Christian. 
Two apiece were produced by 
Auburn, California, Columbia, | 
Dartmouth, Duke, Nebraska, | 
Ohio State, Pitt and Vander- 
bilt. 

Among the 41 schools that 
have provided one Hall of 
Fame player each are Illinois 
and Missouri. The Illini’s 
greatest, of.course, was fabu- 
lous “‘77,”” Red Grange, elected 
the first year of Hall of Fame 
selections, 1951. The Mizzou 
player similarly saluted was 
old ‘44,” Paul Christman, 
chosen in 1956. 

Their coaches were tapped, 
too, Zuppke in °51 and Don 
Faurot in ’61.

The heat is really on now, fella. 
If you’re going to break Babe 
Ruth’s 1927 home run record, 
you'll have to increase the fre- 
quency of your over-the-fence 
blasts. The pace you've set so far 
won't get the job done—not quite. 

The cold figures are these, 
Rog: So far, you've played in 144 
New York Yankee team deci- 
sions, 10 fewer than the Bambino 
needed to set his record of 60. 
You've been at bat officially 527 
times. With 56 homers, this 
means you've hit on the average 
of one every 9.41 times at bat. 

Commissioner Ford Frick has 
ruled that he'll consider the re- 
cord broken “officially” only if 
you come up with 61 in 154 team 
decisions, the same that Ruth re- 
quired for his 60 homers. You've 
got 10 games to go and approxi- 
mately 40 times at bat. 

It’s fairly safe to say they'll 
walk you at least once every four 
times, leaving only 30 times you'll 
get to aim for the fence. Needing 
five more homers, you've thus 
got to come up with one on an 
average of every six official ap- 
pearances.

PAY GUARANTEED 
WORKERS MADE 
IDLE BY MACHINES 


CHICAGO, Sept. 11 (AP)—If 
machines replace experienced 
workers in two meat packing 
unions, the men still will receive 
pay under a three-year contract 
announced yesterday by Armour 
and Co. 

Nineteen-cent hourly wage in- 
creases over the next three years 
also were provided in the new 
contract covering 15,000 workers 
of the United Packinghouse 
Food and Allied Workers of 
America and the Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters and Butcher Work- 
men of North America. 

Technological Adjustment ay 
is the term applied to the con- 
tract feature dealing with transi- 
tion pay for workers displaced 
by automation or plant closings 

T.A.P. benefits will be paid to 
workers. with at least five years 
seniority who lose their jobs 
to machines. They will receive 
$65 a week, minus unemploy- 
ment compensation and earnings 
from other jobs. Benefits will be 
paid for 26 to 39 weeks, depend- 
ing on seniority. 

To be eligible for T.A.P. bene- 
fits, workers must register for 
transfer to another Armour 
plant.

hatred seems to have shifted 
slightly from “the Yanks” ‘o 
the West Germans. The march- 
ers delivered a letter to the West 
German Embassy protesting 
against the republic’s ‘‘militar- 
ist policy” that threatens peace. 

What is far more impressive 
than the noisy marchers is the 
attitude of men and women met 
on busses and in bars, shops and 
offices. They are not interested 
in ideologies. But they are som- 
berly angry over the idea of 
new aggression in Europe 

The mood, in fact. reminded 
this reporter of that of the spring 
of 1939. 

IT IS OFTEN forgotten that 
then Britons believed that, soon 
after the outbreak of war, their 
Cities would be bombed and de- 
stroyed. Yet they slowly con- 
cluded that even a war involving 
that was preferable to continued 
alarms and further concessions 
to Hitler’s Germany. Despite the 
well-advertised horrors of a nu- 
clear war, well understood by a 
people punished by bombs and 
rockets between 1939 and 1945, 
there is something of that mood 
today. 

Among ordinary folk knowl- 
edge of what war means seems 
much deeper than that of Ameri- 
cans. Indeed the memories of an- 
other war, whose scars can still 
be seen, have contributed to the 
escapism that until recently led 
many Britons to lump the United 
States and the Soviet Union to- 
gether. 

“Of course, there’s lots I don’t 
like about you Yanks,” said a 
man in the Kings Head. 

“The way you acted to us at 
the time of Suez wasn't what | 
expected. But what | say is we 
‘ave to stick together now. If we 
do, ‘’e (Khrushchev) ‘Il think 
twice about starting anything.” 

ANOTHER paralle! with 1939 is 
the persistent complaint that the 
government hasn't done enough 
to arouse the country to the prob- 
lem, that leadership has been 
lacking. 

“It’s all right for the P.M. to 
have his hols (holidays),”’ said a 
man in the bus. 

‘“‘But I think we'd all have been 
happier if he’d been in London 
and given us a few straight talks 
on what was happening and 
where we stood. - You wouldn't 
have seen Winston swanning 
around a golf course when there 


| Was danger in the air.”’ 


But government may be proved 
right. Slow but spontaneous an- 
ger that is now directed almost 
wholly at Khrushchev owes very 
little to government prodding. It 
is something born out of the vis- 
ceral instincts of the British. 

Oddly enough it is not violent- 
ly anti-Communist. 

“Far as I’m concerned,” said 
a clerk in a drug store, “they 
can have their old Communism 
and welcome to it. But this push- 
ing around, this aggression we 
can’t have that.”’ 

He might, an American 
thought, have been any Briton of 
the past 400 years talking of 
Philip II, Louis XIV, Napoleon, 
William II or Hitler.

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Lift the Lid on New Ideas to Make Lunch Box Meals Attractive, Nutritious

Ever get an idea that proved 
to be almost too big to handle? 
That is what happened here. The 
idea of a story on lunch boxes 
seemed timely and simple 
enough. Trouble is, the whole 
subject is just too large to do it 
justice in one food section. 
There are so many aspects to it 
that it could quite literally fill 
a book. 

What to do? Solution: reach a 
compromise. Pick out the most 
basic ideas for today’s section, 
with more to come at a later 
date. Basic indeed are the set- 
ting up of a sandwich corner 
for supplies, the asembly line 
procedure that streamlines prep- 
aration. Many other truly help- 
ful basics will be found in the 
two booklets described else- 
where under the heading, ‘‘For 
Your Kitchen Library.” 


A later story will bring you 
more recipes suitable for lunch 
boxes, and more ideas on little 
extras that help avoid the 
deadly dullness of an unimagina- 
tive packed lunch.

The packed lunch has come 
a long way in the last decade or 
so. Mother knows her nutri- 
tion today, and plans for at least 
one third of the day’s food re- 
quirements to be in the noon 
meal, One of the reasons why 
lunch box meals have improved 
so much is that packaging ma- 
terials are far more satisfac- 
tory. 

With attractive lunch boxes 
and insulated containers, mois- 


ture-vapor proof papers, plastic | 


containers, aluminum foil in con- 
venient individual-portion size, 
reliable thermos bottles, colorful 
paper plates and napkins there 
is no reason why a wide variety 
of foods cannot be included, with 
assurance that when the lunch 


ts opened it will be fresh and | 


appetizing. 

Of course, home freezers also 
have been of inestimable help in 
avoiding that frantic last-minute 
rush which so often results in 
an unappetizing lunch. 


While soups, salads, fruits and 
vegetables all travel in the best 
lunch box circles, sandwiches 
are still the mainstay of the 
packed lunch. These may be as 
varied as the appetites which 
they are to appease. Take the 
panorama of lunches pictured on 
this page, for example. Reading 
from top to bottom, the first seg- 
ment was planned for the primer 
set; the second for the ever- 
hungry teen-ager; the third for 
the man who does a man’s job; 
the fourth for the calorie counter 
and the bottom for the white 
collar girl.

How to Fix It Yourself 


IF AND WHEN you should de- 
cide to paint the outside of your 
house we suggest that you use 
some sort of a system because 
if you don’t you may end up 
having to paint the same areas 
not once but twice. 

The best system to follow for 
house painting is to start at the 
highest point and work down. 
This means that you will start 
at the cornice where the walls 
join the roof and then work 
down the walls until all the large 
surfaces have been completed. 
Next you go to work on the trim 
around windows and doors again 
starting from the highest point 
and working down. You will find 
it both awkward as well as time 
consuming to try and paint the 
trim along with the walls be- 
cause you'll be using different 
kinds and colors of paint on the 
trim than for the walls. 

You can save yourself a lot of 
extra work if you do all the 
necessary preparation work be- 
fore you start any painting. You 
should clean out gutters and if 
they are metal, prime them be- 
fore starting other painting.

Riviera Is a Bore 


To U.S. Navy Wives 


VILLEFRANCHE, Sept. 1! 

STRETCHED ALONG THE RIVIERA between Nice and 
Monte Carlo are living about 175 American wives of American 
sailors whose husbands are at sea with the Sixth Fleet. The 
home port for the flagship of the Sixth Fleet, which happens 
re to be the cruiser Spring- 
field, is Villefranche, and 
we were fortunate in talk- 
ing to a cross-section of 
these wives one day while 
their husbands were away, 
which according to them is 
80 per cent of the time. 

In the morning we talked 
to the enlisted men's 
wives; in the afternoon we 
discussed the Riviera duty 
with the officers’ wives 
There was quite a differ- 
ence of opinion on how the 
two groups felt about liv- 
ing in the south of France. 

The complaint of the en- 
listed men's wives is that 
they had nothing to do, 
and everything was too ex- 
pensive. 

One wife complained 
there were no movies in 
English. ‘‘Okay,”’ she said, ‘‘so it’s beautiful down here, but 
that’s the end of it. It's downright boring and it’s no fun 
seeing your husband one week out of six.” 

Another wife said, “Everyone thinks we live such glam- 
Orous lives. The fact don’t have central heating, our 
rents and utilities are twice what we'd pay in the States, 
they've cut our living allowance, and if you want to hear 
griping, mister, 
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is we 


just stick around.” 


Waiting for their husbands for many of the wives is 
a full-time occupation. “‘We may know their schedule 
but we never know when the admiral is liable to 
change it. The only sure way we have of knowing when 
our husbands are coming home is when the barmaids 
and girls start showing up in Villefranche. Somehow 
they have a grapevine to the ship that no wife has any 
access to. But once we see the girls arrive in town 
we know it’s time to start cleaning up the house and 
trying to look pretty for papa.” 


We asked them if they griped to their husbands when they 
came in. 


Most of the wives said it wouldn't be fair to gripe to their 


husbands when they have such a short time at home. But 
one wife of a ship’s cook said, “I save up all my gripes for 
husband, and I write ‘em deve. too, so I won't forget 


them. I’m not going to let him off that easy just because he's 
been at sea.”’ 

Both enlisted and offi that 
rather than their marriage breaking up because of long sep- 
arations, they were closer to their husbands. ‘Every time I see 
my husband,”’ one lady said, “‘it’s like being on a honeymoon 
He's never home long enough for us to have a good fight.”’ 

Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays are the best days for 
the wiv that’s when the PX is open and they have an 
excuse to get together. “The ship's store is open all day and 
even if we don’t have anything to buy we try to think of 
something just to have something to do.”’ 

The enlisted men’s wives gave the impression they didn’t 
care too much about French girls marrying American sailors. 

“Why can’t they marry American women?” one wife 
asked. “All the French girls want to do is get to America, and 
once they get there all they want to do is get back to France.” 

“That evens it out as far as we're concerned,” another wife 
said, “because if they want to get back here, we want to get 
back there.”’ 

“The only thing that keeps me here,” one wife said, ‘‘is 
I wouldn’t give my husband the satisfaction of leaving him 
down here alone.”’ 

We asked the wives if they knew of anyone who was so 
bored that she went out with Frenchmen. 

“Nah.” said one chief's wife. “First of all, who likes 
Frenchmen? Secondly, the Navy’s always watching us and if 
we get Out of line they’!! ship us home. All we do is sleep, 
cook, and make beds. That's all.”

The officers’ wives we talked to were much happier 
than the enlisted men’s wives. For one thing many offi- 
cers’ wives followed the ship either by car, plane or 
train, and so they managed to see their husbands in 
Barcelona, Naples, Athens or wherever they happened 
to be. 


“Sometimes.” said an. officer’s wife, “it takes us two 
days to get there and two days to get back and we may have 
only 24 hours with our men—but it’s worth it.”’ 

“We have no gripes,” another officer’s wife said. ‘‘We see 
our husbands more here than we would if we were in the 
United States.and they were at sea.” 

One of the big gripes gill the wives had was that every 
year the Navy figures out a cost of living allowance on the 
Riviera, based on a survey taken amongst the married sailors 
of their previous year’s expenses. F 

“Somehow.” said one angry wife, ‘“‘those husbands of ours 
didn’t even know what it was costing us to live on shore and 
when all the returns were in, the Navy cut down our allow- 
ances for this year instead of raising it. My huSband may 
know a lot about electronics but when it comes to piai n old

It will enable you consistently 
to put your shopping dollars to 
the most effective use. 

There are many aspects to the 
art of shopping and many fine 
points to be mastered. But here 
is the essence of what you should 
know—the fundamental! rules. 


DON’T BUY ON IMPULSE. If 
you observe this four-word prin- 
ciple you can save up to 25 per 
cent in your day-in, day-out 
shopping 

If we shop with a child in a 
food supermarket, we probably 
will reach the check-out counter 
with candy, cookies, cake or ice 
cream we originally didn't plan 
to purchase. 

We start out for bread and 
milk at the delicatessen, but the 
fragrance of other foods proves 
overwhelming. We leave with 
exotic — and expensive — delica- 
cies 

How can you put firm controls 
over this kind of buying? Here 
are three suggestions of econo- 
mists 

Before you leave home on a 
shopping expedition, list the 
things you intend to buy. Do not 
buy other items unless you will 
need them within the next few 
days and you have forgotten to 
include them in your list—items 
like bread, soap and butter. 

Before leaving home, also de- 


cide how much you will spend 


at each shop for each particular 
purpose—so much for groceries, 
so much for shoes, etc. These 
figures should be based upon 
past experience and should be 
realistic. Do not exceed them 
for any reason 

If you spot a bargain sale of 
something you have not planned 
to buy, resist the impulse, no 
matter how low the price. Go 
home and consider the matter 
calmly. In most cases you will 
have plenty of time to take ad- 
vantage of the sale if you finally 
decide to buy the “bargain.” 


DOUBLE-CHECK MAJOR 
PURCHASES. Many corporations 
require a top executive to ap- 
prove a purchase order for goods 
exceeding a certain amount, 
Since he often has a different 
viewpoint from the one doing the 
buying, this rule makes it more 
likely that the firm's money will 
be well spent. 

Many experts have told me 
that families can use this meth- 
od to good .effect.
